School Deficiency 
Payment Ruled Out 

BOISE, April 13 niPD-^An attorney general's opinion said today 
that no part of the 40 mllUon dollars appropriated for publlo 
schools the next blennlum may be used to make up a 13 million 
dollar deficiency from this one. Public Instruction Superin- 
tendent D. E. Engelklng said his office will abide by the opinion 
and that the schools will receive lot this blennlum only the 33 

mllllon-dollars-appropriated-by_theJeglslatiirc in 1001. 

The effect of this, he said, will be to lower the floor of state 
aid for each of the state's school districts lor the coming blen- 
nlum. 

The opinion was -written for Engelklng by Asst. Atty. Oen. 
Thomas G. Nelson. 

"It is the opinion of this office," Kelson wrote, "that there Is 
no authority In the new school law for apportionment of funds 
from lite 1BG3-65 school Income fund appropriation to pay any 
deficlency-whlch moy^exlst Jrom the 1862-63 school year, 

"It'"Is" further. ~ our "opinion- that "thestateboani-of education : 
in the apportionment to be made In July, 1663, may. not allocate 
any portion of the 40 million dollar appropriation to any defi- 
ciency existing from the previous blennlum.". 

While {he Idfil legislature had appropriated 43 million dollars 
as the state's 'share of public school support for the current 
blennlum. the education department discovered last fall that the 
1801 apportionment formula required \2 mullon dollars more 
revenue. The schools asked the.,1063 legislature .to make up the 
extra money ta a deficiency approprlaUon but the lawmakers , 
refused to do so, 

Engelklng then asked Atty. Oen.- Allan O. Bhcpard whether 
part of the 40 mlUlon dollaro appropriated for the 1063-65 blen- 
nlum could be used to make„up the dlflclency. Nelson's answer 
.today mado. it clear that In the Attorney general's opinion 1( 
could not. ' '■■ .

"Now 
Berkeley's action la being reflect- 
ed In the reaction of the rest of 
iminw T.Ur the; ,t»k w similar proposals, 
and the situation Is a mirror of that Which exists 
in states, like New York and Michigan and Illi- 
nois where full Negro. equality remains a myth, 
In Berkeley, the reaction-was. that the citizens 
were in favor ol civil rights— but. That big "but" 
Is a euphemism for pockctbook. Just as'U Is else- 
where north of the Mason-Dixon line. 
* e • *.. 

VOTE CLOSE— The Berkeley ordinance lost by 
only a 33,130 to 20,323 vote, but the closeness 
was due almost entirely to the sponsors's success 
In getting out the substantial vote In a Negro 
population of more than 30,000. Even so, those 
citizens who fear that, indiscriminate sale of 
property to Negroes would deflate real est* to 
values managed to squeak through. And, as ex- 
pected, political lenders In the capital of Sacra- 
mento decided to take a new look at the. situation. 

Both Hugh UL Burns, president pro tern of the 
senate, and assembly Speaker Jesse M. Unruh 
now say the Berkeley action Indicates the public 
Is not ready for such strong legislation. Both are 
Democrats, committed to a vigorous clyll rights 
program, but they also are realists. 

FOR A POLITICIAN, TOUGH- Indeed, Burns 
has taken a poslUon which Is a blunt reprimand 
to the more aggressive Negro groups. He says 
these groups have now shifted from a campaign 
for "equal rights" to a campaign for "special 
privileges arid special' tights," This is tough talk 
for a politician, especially In volatile California, 
and It would not be uttered If Bums was not 
confident he was reflecting majority 'sentiment. 

Both Burns and Unruh, of course, are support- 
ing a bill In the legislature co-authored by Unruh 
which would; permit, the suspension of licenses of 
those real 'estate brokers convicted of discrimina- 
tory practices. Significantly,' thja yU. provides no 
fine or Jail sentence, the provision*, blamed far 
the defeat of the Berkeley ordinance. 

WANTS TEETH IN LAW— Yet the battle will 
continue,— for California Is wrestling with Its 
conscience- and- fearf uFof any clrcumstsaice that 
might dim Its luster as the nation's biggest state. 
Here In unruly Loa Angeles, for example, the first 
Negro ever elected to the city council Is pressing 
for an. ordinance similar to the Berkeley one,, 
which he says la "absolutely necessary to end At 
1 ooto segregation."- The. Negro, Thomas -Bradley, 
says, "We must learn to live together, and there 
must be official and legal support with teeth In : 
ltta.bring.thls.1xmt." 



The fact of Bradley's election Is evidence' of 
growing non-white strength here; another Negro 

waa appointed to fill a vacancy on the council _ 

last January. And the continued agitation of menj^fr f or a t my age that is 
like him could affect the more moderate BtorST ,,■„, '„„„' „„„„„„ 
taken by the state a Democratic leaders. As Bums 
and Unruh soy, California may not be ready to 
go whole hog on civil rights, but there are some 
rough-and-tumble brawls ahead while the matter

NO MILK, HONEY 
It may not be much consolation . to 
President Kennedy, but Premier Nlkita 
. Khrushchev has his problems on the 
home front, too. Some of the Russian 
problems .have come to public attention 
before. It's well known, for instance, 
that Russia - still can't produce enough 
food and fiber even aftor years of send- 
ing agricultural experts abroad to -copy 
better farming methods. Some of the 
othor probloms, although not so weU- 
publieized, may mean a lot to the free 
world In the long run. 

In Rusaln, it isn't called juvenile de- 
linquency, but tho roda are worried about' 
youths who show signs of sullon rebel- 
lion. Furthermore, they're paying more 
attention to western ideas and Premier 
Khrushchev has warnod such a trend 
will weaken the will of tho younger gen- 
eration to purauo the gonla of commu- 
nism. 

Crime hna increased so . much that 
Russia now decrees the death penalty 
for such things, as forgery, bribery nnd 
emboMlemont. 

Another difficulty Premier Khrush- 
chev has faced Is Inflntlon, although ho 

Srobably wouldn't like to uactho word. 
usHla had to incrense tho prices of such 
staples an milk, buttor and meat because 
there Just wasn't enough to go nround. 
Ho oxpluined it was to help el I ml mi to 
speculators and get more production on 
atnto-ownod farms,/ 

These developments may not monn 
much if considered separately, but col- 
lectively they might hold n good deal of 
significance in tho future of communism 
and tho world. Once people aro permit- 
ted to taata a Httlo freedom, they want 
more. and since tho doath of Stalin, com- 
munist loaders have relaxed controls to 
the point where there wnn a little tanto 
of freedom*' •

FINANCIAL SQUEEZE 
The trustees and the president of College at 
^larin-are-concemed-about-poulble future-dif- 
ficulty- In meeting .the ever-<rlslng costs of oper- 
ating our college- ' ^ 

Costs, like the grocery bill, are everlastingly 
going up, 

At the same time, an enrollment "explosion" 
of considerable proportions Is foreseen In the 
years immediately ahead. As the huge crop of 
"war babies" (that has necessitated such great 
expansion at our elementary and high schools in 
the past decade and a half) now ascends on our 
colleges and Junior colleges, the crush will be on 
here,- too. 

At the same time, the total of assessed valua- 
tion (on which local school taxes are levied) la 
NOT keeping pace with enrollments. 

As enrollment climbs, the amount of assessed 
value per student declines, 

BlnctTthe tax rate for ordinary operations is 
limited by law to 31 cents, the financial squeete 
' going to get tighter, 

Ours Is not the only Junior college in the state 
facing this situation. Many others do, too; 

Legislation now pending In Sacramento would 
provide more stats flnanolaliasslstance to. Junior 
colleges which now get less than half what 
elementary and high schools get. 

The only alternative is an election te vote a 
higher limit for local tax levies, as most of our 
elementary and high school districts have done. 
Either way, the Junior college la going to need 
more money and we taxpayers ore going to foot 
the bill, 

Since higher education is Increasingly more 
necessary as the number ol non-sklltod job* de- 
clines and the demand for technicians Increases, 
we simply must provide our College of Marin 
with sufficient funds to do this all-important 
Job,— Independent Journal (San Rafael) Calif,

Aleo Templeton deserved .J* better obituary 
than most" newspapers gave him after his death 
Thursday at the close of a long Illness. For al- 
though he was not » great musician he wot a 
fine entertainer, and his saucy mixture of piano 
and patter made him more familiar In the days 
of network radio than Lawrence Wclk Is now, 

Templeton/ who ( could not see to read the 
muslo ot others, nevertheless become a wliard 
at the keyboard by vlrtuo of a etcel-lrap mem- 
ory and an Inventive mind, He had Chopin's 
flair for Impromptu composition, although with- 
out Chopin's subtlety and breadth of Intellect, 
Tcmploton regularly entertained his radio audi- 
ences by calling for notes at random nnd turn- 
ing them on the spot Into little compositions 
which he would play In the styles of Moutrt, 
Beethoven and Sir Arthur Sullivan. Then, In n 
high, piping British voice, Templeton would nlng 
his little patter songs, and If the formula sounds 
trite now It was vastly entertaining nt the time, 
At any rate, the formula worked well for radio, 
and when radio died Teninleton'a career expired 
with It, He gavo concerts in the latter days, one 
of them at tho University ol Idaho to a packed 
gymnasium, Tills member of the audience now 
remembera nothing whatever of Tempteton's 
muslo and Jokes; what remains Is the Imago of 
a little wisp ol a marf cOftdng onto the stage In 
concert black on the arm of, a tall mid large- 
boned woman In red. Together they looked like 
a Ilrnboat towing a dinghy but the observation 
went unmarked;- ror this was his wile and his 
eyes. 

The concert was a micccm, as Tomploton's al< 
most always wore, and It Is no wonder thai the 
music Is no longer remembered; 11 wasn*t great,' 
What people liked about Alex Templeton was his 
good humor ami easy rapport, as well as some 
Imlomllablo quality In this little man, blind since 
birth, who had done the very best he could with 
the talents he had,— Lcwlaton Tribune,'

there Is a deep disquiet. The fear 
Is that In a period of drift, with 
no visible American initiative, 
President de Gaulle will achieve 
his end if only by default. 

A statement de Gaulle is said 
to have made Just before the 
fateful day and reported by his 
foreign minister to a few confi- 
dantes at the Brussels meeting Is 
widely credited here. The French 
president Is supposed to have 
said: 

"Briatln will be kept out of the 
Common Market; This will bring 
about the' election of a labor gov- 
ernment and that In turn will 
pro ve ■ such-a- disaster ttmt~wlUrirt 
three to four years Britain will 
be on her knees. Then the British 
will come In on any terms that 
we offer." ' 

While this may be apocryphal 
—President de Gaulle's alms, in- 
tentions, policies are shrouded In 
the enigmatic personality of the 
man who exercises virtually sole 
authority In Franco — It has 
struck fear Into the hearts of 
dedicated Europeans. They ask 
Impatiently why the Kennedy 
administration has not been 
pushing moves to arrest the drift 
and to rally countervailing forces. 
Why, in particular, has not the 
effort, been made to persuade 
Germany that the timing for the 
signing of a treaty of alliance 
with France Is, to say the least, 
unfortunate? 

The answer of the President is 
that Just tills Is being done 
through the quiet channels of 
diplomacy. When the German 
defense minister, *Kol t)wo von 
Hosjsel, waa here some weeks ago, 
Die greatest possible stress was 
put on the Importance ol Ger- 
many's Joining In a multilateral 
NATO nuclear force, Da Gaulle 
rejected tho proposal, as he has 
turned against most NATO IntO' 
gratlon, which grew out of the 
Nassau conference In' December,

Even greater stress on the need 
to check a "drift" toward a, "Eu- 
rope of the two" went Into the 
talks with Helnrlch von Bren- 
who was more recently In 
Washington. Former foreign 
minister and now leader of the 
Christian Democrats in parlia- 
ment, von Brentano returned to 
Bonn.- d etermtned -to _mike_fiure 
that ; the Franco-German -treaty 
must contain a strong clause set- 
ting forth the area reserved for 
NATO. Thls'is, of course, directly 
contrary to de Gaulle's objective. 
More' Important, 'It Is a spoke In 
the wheel of 83-year-old Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer. 

Whether the venerable chan- 
cellor can still exercise his veto 
over tho Christian Democratic 
parliamentarians Is the question, 
He has been keeping his own 
counsel at his vacation retreat 
It Cadcnabbla In Italy. While 
presumably his time is running 
out—he has said he would retire 
JlUha JaU=he Js-aUh\the- grand 
old man and so long as he is In 
office his word tends to be law, 
While the choice put up to the 
Germans has not been as blunt 
as the French alliance versus the 
American presence in Europe, 
this has been implied, A "Eu- 
rope of tho two" plus a cluster 
of satellites could not encompass 
the Atlantlo partnership that the 
President held out In his Fourth 
of July speech last year in Inde- 
pendence hall. 

It was the President's own de- 
cision that there should be no 
open break over the French veto. 
Such a break may well have been 
a ntlclpa tetLby_de, Oftulle, and - 1 1 
would have played directly Into 
his hands, or so the belief wai 
In the highest quarters here. 

The waiting game Is not con- 
genial to an activist such as 
President Kennedy, When It Is 
compounded with calls for "lead- 
ership," foregoing to the people, 
for challenging ds Gaulle in di- 
rect combat, It la especially hard. 
In mid-June tho President Is 
going first to Italy and then to 
Germany. He Will visit not only 
Bonn and Berlin but one other 
Important city. Thon If his quiet 
and yet forceful diplomacy has 
had the results he hopes for, he 
will talk of action.

And U aska « bil- 
lion for the national aeronautics 
and space administration and 2.S 
billion for the atomlo energy 
commission, sums that would in- 
volve both military and civilian 
projects. 

Past wars call for M billion 
dollars for the veterans admin- 
istration, and for a large part 
of the 10 blliion In Interest an 
the federal debt that soared In 
wartime. 

So the tie between tho spend- 
ing for military objects and put 
obligations and the general eoon 
cm yts- Important- 

Defense spending cant be cut 
by the United states acting alone 
—our security depends upon a 
strong defense. 

Nor does the Pope suggest unl> 
lateral cuts. Re wants the So- 
viet Vnlon as well as the United 
States and other big nations to 
reduce armaments In a worldwide 
pattern. 

Probably no one— not even tho 
Pope -i thinks the goal can be 
achieved quickly or without years 
of haggling. But on Good Friday 
at least the idea or peace on 
Earth can be considered— and 
what It might mean to an econ- 
omy now tied to the cold war.

New 
Mexico sheep specialist. 

The crossbred lambs also aver- 
aged up to 10 pounds heavier, at 
weaning than Uw purebred 
lambs. . . 

He reported' that nearly 3.0« 
ewes were bred and mora than 
3,500 lambs were- weaned during 
the eight-year study, conducted 
at Beltsvllle. Md- by a team of 
US. department of agriculture 
scientists headed by Or. Oeorge 
M. Sidwell of the agricultural re- 
search service.- , 

The' scientists, SUuder said, 
are trying to determine how 
much production improvement 
can be expected from c row- 
breeding, the most desirable 
breeds for crossing, and the Ideal 
number of breeds to use. . 

The Hampshire. Merino. South- 
down and Bhiopshlra breeds 
have been studied. 

Greatest Improvement- in- pre* 
ductlon came front mating three- 
breed crossbred ewes to rams of 
a- fourth breed. On the. average, 
these mating! resulted in about 
37 per cent more weaned lambs, 
wighing about seven pounds 
more, than matlngs of purebred 
rams and ewes of the same breed. 

Matlngs of two-breed cross- 
bred ewes to purebred rams of 
a third breed was slightly less 
effective. Such matlngs produced 
14 per cent more Iambi, about 10 
pounds heavier at weaning, than 
matlngs of purebred rams and 
ewes of the same breed. 

Least effective In the cross- 
breeding program were matlngs 
of purebred ewes to purebred 
rams of other breeds .-These" mat- 
lngs produced only two per cent 
more lambs weaned, averaging 
only about six pounds heavier 
than purebred lambs, 

The study Is being continued, 
with Suffolk and Dorset sheep 
replacing the Shropshire and 
Southdown- breeds, -so .that more 
cross-breeding comparisons can 
be made with, additional breeds, 
Btauder said.

Tlw report said that a drop in 
the. price of fed steers was re- 
sponsible for the decline. The 
companies offered other and var- 
ied reasons for a decline,- feeling 
they were minor but contribut- 
ing. Some listed foreign compe- 
tition,— New— York- Newspaper 
strike (reduced purchasing pow- 
er and lack of proportions) and 
weather as additional factors in 
the price drop. — - 

The commission companies 
agreed the drop could be tem- 
porary and felt the market would 
hold.- The Washington report said 
itwas'not'a break In the cattle 
market' In general.. Competitive 
classes and grades, such as heif- 
ers and lower- grade ■steers, 
dropped, to a lesser extent than

The. department said consumer 
demand for beef was at a high 
level 'Jn_jB62 and will continue 
high* during 1963, Explanation of 
the recent sharp fluctuation of 
fed cattle prices, and appraisal 
of future prospects, must he 
sought on the supply side of the 
market,', the department said. 

The agency said the. recent 
price situation appears to be' the 
result of a combination of fac- 
tors; A large Increase In the vol- 
ume of fed steer beef production 
from November to January; Urge 
supplies of pork Ip the first Quar- 
ter of 1963; increases In broiler 
slaughter over a year earlier; 
prospects for. continued' large 
production of red meat; and the 
usual lag of retail prices behind 
those at wholesale. ■ ' 
■The department satf the price 
situation ■atnoo November has 
been- 1 largely a reversal of :tha 
conditions that prevailed from 



July to late November last year, 
when prices' of fed steers rose 
rapidly, due, to a sharp decrease 
in the volume .'of steer beef pro- 
duction In Uie midwest. 

Wholesale, and retail prices 
lagged behind live animal prices 
last summer earUyTiip" market 
and this winter, on the down 
market. Such lags are typical of 
rapidly changing market condl- 

Prices of fed : cattle' recovered 
somewhat during the last half of 
M a rc h. La r go supplies of fed -beet 
will, be forthconmg during the 
second Quarter of this year. ' 

The department , said that 
recent downward adjustments In 
marketing margins continue, 
these larger supplies could move 
Into consumption without further 
aerious adjustment. ln-f«d cattle 
prices. This depends on orderly 
marketing during . this period- 
Including avoidance of feeding 
cattle to. excess /weights- and 
heavy- bunchlnjt of, marketings.' 

The department said; the cur- 
rent outlook. Is 'for improvement 
in fed cattle-prices in the-lart 
hair of 1963, However, »a too-

Hog prices were depressed dur- 
ing the first quarter of -1963 pri- 
marily by slaughter substantially 
above a year -earlier.'The 1963 
fall pig crop of 44.5 million head, 
the second largest fall crop of 
record,' resulted In hog- slaughter 
during' February and March 
about seven- per cent above a 
year earlier.
